AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  establishment  of  the  Lincoln  Boyhood  National 
Memorial  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  and  for  other  purposes. 

1  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 

2  tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled, 

3  That  in  order  to  preserve  the  site  in  the  State  of  Indiana 

4  associated  with  the  boyhood  and  family  of  Abraham  Lincoln, 

5  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  designate  the  original  Tom 

6  Lincoln  farm,  the  nearby  gravesite  of  Nancy  Hanks  Lin- 

7  coin,  and  such  adjoining  lands  as  he  deems  necessary  for 

8  establishment  as  the  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial. 

9  However,  the  area  designated  for  establishment  shall  not 
10  exceed  two  hundred  acres. 


1  SeOt  &t  The  Secretary  is  authorized  to  aeqttire  by  donar- 

2  tien  of  purchase  with  donated  er  appropriated  funds,  land 

3  and  interest  m  tod  within  the  designated  area.    When  land 

4  has  been  acquired  in  sufficient  quantity  te  afford  €bn  initially 

5  administrablc  unit  of  the  national  park  system,  he  shall 

6  establish  the  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial  by  pub- 

7  lication  ef  notice  thereof  in  the  Federal  Register. 

8  Sec.  2.  When  title  to  all  such  land,  or  interests  therein, 

9  as  is  designated  pursuant  to  section  1  hereof  has  been  donated 

10  to  and  accepted  by  the  United  States,  the  Lincoln  Boyhood 

11  National  Memorial  shall  thereby  be  established  and  the  Sec- 

12  retary  shall  publish  notice  thereof  in  the  Federal  Register. 

13  Sec.  3.  The  Lincoln  Boyhood  National  Memorial  shall 

14  be  administered  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  as  a  part 

15  of  the  national  park  system  in  accordance  with  provisions  of 

16  the  Act  entitled   "An  Act  to   establish  a  National  Park 

17  Service,  and  for  other  purposes",  approved  August  25,  1916 

18  (39  Stat.  535),  as  amended  and  supplemented. 

19  SeOt  4t  There  are  hereby  authorised  te  be  appropriated 

20  stteb  sums,  but  net  more  than  $75,000,  as  me  necessary  te 

21  acquire  lands  and  interests  m  lands  pursuant  te  this  Aetr 

22  Sec.  4.  There  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  appropriated 

23  such  sums  as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this 


1  Act,  but  not  more  than  $1,000,000,  no  portion  of  which  shall 

2  be  expended  for  the  acquisition  of  lands  or  interests  in  land.
